ENTIRELY NEW AREAS OE INQUIRY ADDED LATER ON. 

C. THE SUBSEQUENT INEORMAL DIALOGUE STAGE BETWEEN 
AMBASSADOR KIM YONG-SHIK AND JAWORSKI ESSENTIALLY TO BE 
LIMITED TO CLARIEICATION AND FOELOW-UP, BUT NOT FOR

4. COMMENT: ON BASIS OF EAR! TER CONTACT TODAY WITH 
PETER WHITE, WE ASSUME JAWORSKI WILL RETURN TO WASHINGTON 
FRIDAY FOR PROJECTED MEETING. WE WILL FACILITATE 
MEETING AS APPROPRIATE. CONSULTATIONS WITH JUSTICE 
(MICHEL) TODAY LED TO INDEPENDENT JUSTICE SUGGESTIONS 
REMARKABLY SIMILAR TO CONDITIONS EMBASSY INFORMS US
